season has passed into history with results that fur- 

nish convincing proof that better times in the Hol- 
stein industry are definitely here. The facts given in the 
heading do not begin to tell the complete story. Analysis 
of the sale results show that the offering of 450 head was 
absorbed by 143 purchasers located in thirteen states, two 
provinces of Canada and in Japan. Eighteen animals 
crossed the $1,000 mark, fifty others brought from $500 to 
$1,000, twenty-four others sold in the $400 class and eighty- 
two others above $300. The attendance was splendid 
throughout the entire four days of the sale, reaching the 
climax the second and third afternoons at Fond du Lac 
and West Salem with a capacity audience of around twen- 
ty-five hundred people at each place. Interest was well 
sustained right up until the last animal was struck off 
at nine o’clock on Friday evening. Nothing was left un- 
done by Col. Clark and his organization to provide for the 
comfort and convenience of visitors. Orchestra and band 
concerts were provided at the opening each morning, dur- 
ing the noon hour and again while the crowd was assem- 
bling after supper, special pui!man and bus service was pro- 
vided, eating and sleeping accommodations were adequate 
even for the large attendance; catalogs were in ample 
supply. The decorations and special features, such as 
a parade of some of the outstanding animals, and an es- 
pecially prepared pageant introducing some of the head- 
liners demonstrated a high order of showmanship that 
was not without material effect in the price column. An 
innovation at West Salem was the arranging of the cattle 
by ages instead of consignments, the calves, yearlings, 
two-year-olds, aged cows, etc., each being lined up by 
themselves. The sale management provided the extra 
help necessary to care for the animals under this 
arrangement. ’ 

The top price of the sale, as reported in our wire last 
week, was $15,000 for the famous prize winner, Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst. This bull, consigned by Joseph E. Piek, 
has been twice National grand champion and three times 
chosen for All-American honors. He is the sire of a 
great list of producing daughters and his offspring also 
have done well on the show circuit. His breeding is in 
keeping, he being by one of the famous sires of produc- 
tion and from a 1,000-Ib. three-year-old dam. The pur- 
chaser was Mount Victoria Farms, Hudson Heights, Que., 
owned by Mr. T. B. Macaulay, head of the Sun Life 
Assurance Company of Montreal, and represented by his 
Manager, J. E. Chandler.

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California University Holsteins Win Honors — 


Methods Employed and Difficulties Overcome 
By GEO. M. DRUMM 








T HAS been said that the things that we appreciate 

most in life are those worthwhile things that have been 

difficult of attainment. If this be a true statement of 
fact, the University of California ought to appreciate the 
little herd of Holstein females that has been bred and 
developed on the University Farm at Davis, or at least 
Prof. Gordon H. True should appreciate them for a great 
share of the responsibility has been his. 

The herd was started seventeen years ago with six 
foundation cows. Two of these had been purchased by the 
University. The other four were donated by Mr. A. W. 
Foster, of Hopland. Since that time only one female has 
been added and during the entire seventeen years not a 
cent has been available for herd sires. It has been a plain 
case of “beg, borrow or steai”. It is known that Prof. 
True begged and borrowed. If he stole there is no rec- 
ord of it. 

And speaking of satisfaction, if it is true that “it is 
better to give than to receive’’, a great measure of satis- 
faction should fall to the lot 9f Mr. A. W. Morris and his 
sons for it has been througn their generosity that the 
college has been able to secure most of the herd sires 
which they have used. Such bulis as King Korndyke 
Pontiac, King Mead of Riverside, Sir Colantha Juliana, 
Prince Aaggie of Berylwood, Sir Aaggie De Kol Acme 
and Sir Aaggie De Kol Mead 7th were kindly loaned for 
service at the University Farm. 

“Poverty is no disgrace but at times it is mighty incon- 
venient” especially when you are trying to develop a 
breeding herd of Holsteins. 

What success has attended the development of a herd 
under conditions such as these? There are today 17 fe- 
males over milking age, 5 of these have recently com- 
pleted two-year-old records averaging akout 18.713 Ibs. 
of milk and 656 Ibs. of fat as follows:

While there has not been money available for the pur- 
chase of herd sires, conditions of feed and care have been 
good. All animals have been fed generously but econ- 
omically until they have reached maturity. Liberal feed- 
ing has resulted in the animals obtaining maximum size 
and development which has paved the way for excellent 
production. The cumulative value of proper growth is 
difficult to estimate and hard for many dairymen to see. 

The calves were fed 8 to 10 Ibs. of whole milk per day 
until they were two to four wecks old. They were then 
changed to skim milk and the amount gradually increased 
to 15 to 20 lbs. per day. They were fed milk up to 5 to 
6 months of age depending on growth and condition. 
Different experimental problems necessitated changes in 
the feeding of milk, but the method outlined has been 
proven to be good. 

At about two weeks of age the calves were started on 
a grain mixture consisting of the following feeds: 

400 Lbs. Rolled Barley 
300 Lbs. Rolled Oats 
100 Lbs. Linseed Oil Meal 
300 Lbs. Wheat Eran 
8 Lbs. Salt 
12 Lbs. Steamed Bone Meal 

The calves were fed all of the above mixture they 
would eat until they were 6 to 8 months old. They were 
then turned on good alfalfa pasture or changed to a ration 
consisting of a full feed of silage and alfalfa Nay and 
enough grain (3-5 lbs.) to keep them in good condition 
and growing nicely. Of course, as they grew older and 
were able to consume more of the roughages, the grain 
allowance was reduced. Heifers between 15-20 months of

age needed little or po grain providing they were feq lib- 
erally on good roughages or pasture. . 

Heifers were bred to freshen at the age of 24-30 months 
of age. They were bred when they reached a Certain 
weight rather than a set age. They should weigh 7099 to 
800 Ibs. at breeding age and they will attain this weight 
several months earlier on a liberal ration than on a scant 
one. This is another reason why liberal feeding pays best. 

Two or three months before calving the heifers wep 
put on a fitting ration consisting of a full feed of alfalfa 
hay, silage, molasses, beet pulp and grain. The fitting 
concentrates mixture consisted of 300 lbs. of rolled barley, 
300 Ibs. rolled oats, 100 lbs. wheat bran, 50 Ibs. linseed oj 
meal, 50 lbs. cocoanut meal, 4 lbs. salt, § lbs. steamy 
bone meal. 

During the fitting period they were fed three or four 
times per day and pastured 1 to 2 hours except during 
the 3-4 rainy months. 

It has been the policy at the University Farm to test 
all heifers at first calving for a period of ten months ora 
year, depending on the production made and Caiving re 
quirements. Some were milked three tinies per day by 
machine and the best ones four times a day by hand 
The two lowest records in the list were made on three 
time milking. It is doubtful whether it pays to milk 
average producers four times a day. 

There are many benefits derived from running two 
year-olds on test. It increas2s the value of all breeding 
stock at a young age. It is also believed that early test- 
ing produces greater development and a more persistent 
habit of production. However, experimental evidence on 
these two points is meager. It is certain that a generous 
test cow ration keeps the heifers growing all the time, 
while those fed on a more economical basis are often 
underfed and do not make the growth that they should. 
Our heifers weigh about 1,200 Ibs. at first caiving and gain 
about 150 lbs. during the first test. Breeding troubles are 
seldom experienced with young heifers, and so we sée 
benefits rather than disadvantages to pushing heifers on 
test. This does not mean overfeeding or using an excess 
of protein. 

After the first test and uniil the heifers are mature, 
they are cared for and fed in a conservative manner and 
bred to calve at least once a year. We see little value 
and lots of danger in running cows on iest year after 
year. When maturity is reached and they calve in good 
condition. they are run on test for a mature record. 

While on test the cows were full fed on alfalfa hay, 
corn silage or green feed, molasses, beet pulp and what 
grain they would consume without difficulty. - The test 
cow mixture consisted of: 

600 Lbs. Rolled Barley 

600 Lbs. Rolled Oats 

300 Lbs. Wheat Bran 

300 Lbs. Rice Bran 

200 Lbs. Cocoanut Meal 

100 Lbs. Cottonseed Meai 
100 Lbs. Linseed Oil Meal 
25 Lbs. Salt 

40 Lbs. Steamed Bone Meal 

The cows seem to relish longer and do better on the 
grain mixture when it contains considerable variety. The 
test animals were pastured 1 to 2 hours per day, more for 
the exercise than the feed. An effort is made to keep them 
comfortable and regularity and kindness is supplied freely 
at no additional cost. That this has paid well is shown by 
the fact that several of the heifers made the highest pro 
duction during the 10th to 12th months and all finished in 
fairly high condition. 

So much for what has taken place, but what about the 
future? We think the Millennium has arrived. O 
last week the University purchased a bull and a real one ~ 
too, a proven sire, Sir Aaggie De Kol Mead 7th and for 
the almost fabulous sum of $1,200.

Pennsylvania and Maryland Rule Against 
Outlaw Association 


Secretary F. P. Willits, of Pennsylvania, denying 

recognition to the certificates of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Registry Association, Inc., of Harrisburg, Pa., as 
proof of pure breeding in the payment of tuberculosis in- 
demnities. The full text of this announcement appears 
in this issue. This decision came following careful study 
of the question, both by the office of the Attorney General 
of the state, who finally ruled that the question involved 
was one of fact to be decided by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, and by the Secretary of Agriculture after a num- 
ber of comprehensive hearings to determine these facts. 

We are advised that similar action has been taken by 
the State Board of Agriculture in Maryland. The view of 
the Maryland authorities is summed up in the following 
paragraphs from the resolution adopted: 

‘ft is the sense of this Board that the formation of 
separate registry associations within the different breeds of 
purebred live stock is a policy that can result only in confu- 
sion and eventual injury to all owners of animals of the breed 
whose books of registration are so divided; also 

“It is the duty of this Board to discountenance any move- 
ment that is so clearly against the best interests of the many 
breeders of purebred animals in Maryland: also 

“That this Board recognize only certificates of registration 
issued by the generally accepted associations of records of the 
respective breeds.” 

From the known predilection of those high in the cout 
cils of the Harrisburg outfit for rushing into lawsuits, we 
assume the present case in Pennsylvania will be taken 
into the courts in an effort to compel Secretary Willits 
to change his decision. What the outcome will be we Will 
not venture to predict, although we have our own private 
opinion in the matter. 

But regardless of the decision that may be rendered by 
the courts of their home state of Pennsylvania, the Harris 
burg organization faces a long hard road of litigation in 
many other important Holstein states before it can poe ~ 
sibly get recognition that will be more than local @ 
character. The resulting restrictions in market, not 
only in the matter of indemnities for reacting animals 
but in the sale of healthy animals, will make the few 
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cents saved in the original cost of the certificates a mighty 
ment. 

ug ey ore to breeders who have been misled into 
affiliation with the Holstein-Friesian Registry Association 
is to straighten out your records now on the books of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America while it will be 
comparatively easy and inexpensive—and charge off the 
cost to experience. The longer you delay the greater will 
be your trouble and expense. It’s fine to be a crusader in 
a worth-while cause, but this Harrisburg effort falls far 
short of coming in that category. Its ultimate downfall 
has been af oregone conclusion from the beginning in the 
minds of breeders who were familiar with the motives 
jeading up to this outlaw attempt.

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TEXT OF PENNSYLVANIA DECISION IN HARRISBURG 
ASSOCIATION MATTER 


The following decision regarding the recognition of the 
Holstein-Friesian Registry Association, Inc., Harrisburg, 
Pa., in the payment of indemnities for registered bovine 
animals reacting to the tuberculin test in Pennsylvania 
has been rendered by F. P. Willits, Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, Harrisburg;-Pa. 


Decision Regarding the Recognition of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Registry Association, Inc., of Harrisburg 

In connection with the payment of indemnities by the 
State for tubercular cattle as provided for by the Act of 
June 1, A. D. 1915, P. L. 667, it is provided that indemnity 
paid shall be “for a non-registered bovine animal, the sum 
of forty dollars; for a registered bovine animal, the sum 
of seventy dollars.” 

The Holstein-Friesian Association of America has been 
the only registry association registering Holstein-Ftiesian 
cattle up until August 1, 1925. The registration of this 
organization has been accepted by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture as satisfactory evidence of accurate registration. 
During this time there has been no complaint made or 
evidence brought to the attention of the Secretary of Agri- 
culture which would question the correctness of the regis- 
tration of The Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 

On August 1, 1925, the Holstein-Friesian Registry Asso- 
ciation, Inc., was incorporated and since that time they 
too have been registering Holstein-Friesian cattle under 
regulations that they have established and consider ade- 
quate. 

When confronted by the claim for payment of in- 
demnity on the certificate of registration of the new asso- 
ciation, the Secretary of Agriculture asked the opinion of 
the Attorney General as to the propriety of recognizing 
this registry association. The opinion as rendered says, 
“your department should recognize for the purpose of 
payment by the State, only those registry associations, 
whether one or more for each pure breed, which can fur- 
nish certificates which will enable you to assume, so far 
as it is possible to depend on any register, whether the 
animal condemned by the State was a purebred bovine.” 

The opinion further says that “This registration by an 
association is in effect legally constituted prima facie 
proof that the animal is a purebred in its class, and if 
purebred, the State is bound to pay the larger sum of 
money, provided always that the registration is of a 
nature and surrounded with safeguards, such that it is 
prima facie as good evidence in new associations as in the 
original old one. 

“Because the interest of the State is monetary it is 
your duty to protect its funds and to be certain that their 
history recognized by your Department is an accurate and 
efficient record. 

“In other words, the purpose of this particular law was 
to raise the maximum thirty dollars for purebred bovine 
animals as determined by highly reliable registration such 
as the Legislature believed to be provided by the old As- 
sociation, and the burden is on the Department of Agri- 
culture to determine whether any new registering Asso- 
ciation of any purebred bovines can be relied on with sub- 
stantially as much certainty as the reliance put on pure 
breed Associations in existence at the time of the passage 
of the Act. This is a question of fact and must be in- 
vestigated and ruled on by you.” 

In accordance with this opinion and in order to deter- 
mine the facts in a fair and impartial manner,-a public 
hearing was held in the Senate Caucus Room, State 
Capitol, Harrisburg, Pa., February 25, 1926, at which both 
associations were heard and in connection with which 
briefs were filed. Having heard the testimony and care- 
fully studied the briefs, the following seem to me to be 
the essential facts: 

1. That the new association, the Holstein-Friesian 
Registry Association, Inc., in laying its foundation must 
rely on the published records in the form of herd books, 
registration and transfer certificates of the old associa- 
tion. the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, sup- 
ported by the statement made by the applicant for regis- 
tration or transfer. 

2 That there is always a lapse of several months 
during the assembling and preparation of the material for 
each succeeding herd book when absolutely essential rec- 
ords are not available to the new association and that 
during such lapse of time, the old association through 
their experience, files and records, have a fund of in- 
formation which increases substantially the chance of 
correct certification and the prevention of fradulent 
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registrations; which information is not published and 
therefore, not available to any outside person or organiza. 
tion. 2 

In view of the fact that the new association does not 
have access to these essential records during severaj 
months preliminary to publication and to other records 
not put in publication, it canont be as accurate in its work 
as a registry association as is the old association. 

It is, therefore, my decision that the registration of 
the Holstein-Friesian Registry Association, Inc., is not of 
such a nature and cannot be surrounded with safeguards 
such as to be prima facie as good evidence that the ani- 
mal is a registered bovine as is the registration in the old 
association, the Holstein-Friesian Association of America 
and, therefore, to protect the monetary interests of the 
State, I feel obliged to refuse to recognize the registration 
of the Holstein-Friesian Registry Association, Inc., ang 
shall recognize only the registration of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America, which from all evidence 
offers the most accurate and dependable registration ob- 
tainable within the Holstein-Friesian breed. 

The opinion of the Attorney General stated in effect, 
that the question involved was one of fact, to be decided 
by the Secretary of Agriculture. So long as no appeal 
to the courts is taken from the decision herein rendered, 
the Department recognizes only the registration of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America. Should such an 
appeal be taken to the courts, and it should be decided 
contrary to this opinion, we will, of course, accept the 
interpretation of the law as determined by the court.

mium list. 
A round table luncheon was held 
; at noon, at which W. E. Sallee, presi- 


dent of the Baptist College at Kai 
Feng, China, gave a very interesting 
talk on his work in building a Hol- 
stein herd in China and asked for 
donations of purebred heifers for his 
Mission College. Such donations were 
promised from President Barker and 
from Dr. Thompson. 

Resolutions were passed indorsing 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America and pledging loyal and con- 
tinued support to the same, con- 
demning the efforts of certain par- 
ties to form a competitive organiza- 
tion. Other resolutions urged the se- 
curing of a special Holstein judge for 
the Kentucky State Fair, at which a 
large Holstein exhibit is expected. 
Other resolutions follow: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of 
this conference that the National 
Milk Score Card carry a fat and total 
solids content or a score that will be 
fair to the Holstein breed inasmuch 
as 60 per cent of the dairy cows in 
the United States are of the Holstein 
breed. 

Resolved, That this conference does 
hereby request the Extension Service 
Bureau of the Holstein Association of 
America, within the next six months 
to make a careful survey of the Hol- 
stein milk market conditions in Ken- 
tucky and said report to be presented 
to the Executive Committee of the 
Kentucky Holstein Club at its next 
regular meeting thereafter in order 

, that cooperative effort may be put 
forth to remedy and improve condi- 
tions. 

Resolved, That the National Asso- 
ciation at its next annual meeting, ap- 
point a committee to look into the 
matter of registry and transfer papers 
and try and. plan a way to speed up 
the handling of same as far as is 
Consistent with safety and verity of 
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same. It is the sense of this meet- 
ing that it is unnecessary to require 
a breeding certificate for a bred cow 
and also the same signature a second 
time when application is made for 
registry of calf from the said ‘certi- 
fied service date. 

This meeting urges that all persons 
failing to furnish registry papers, 
transfers or breeding certificates, 
promptly after sale of animals, be re- 
fused further service from the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America. 
until all papers are in proper shape 
and delivered to the buyer.

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The Essay Contest 


The Extension Service of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America 
has been conducting an essay contest 
on the subject of “What the i925 
Show Season has Taught Me.” The 
contest closed a few weeks ago and 
we are pleased to reprint from the 
Calf Club News the two winning 
essays. This contest was won by 
Gladys M. Lange, of Litchfield, Minn., 
and she was awarded the bronze 
achievement True Type medal. Sec- 
ond place goes to Edward Winslow, 
of Vineland, New Jersey. Edward has 
been doing some good Club work and 
about two weeks ago we announced a 
very creditable 7-day record which 
he had made on one of his heifers. 
Third place was won by Miss Marie 
Augustine, age 14, Whitelaw, Wis., 
and fourth place was awarded to 
Alvin Becker, age 15, of Verndale, 
Minn. Following are the essays: 


FIRST PRIZE ESSAY 


“What the 1925 Show Season Taught Me” 


The first thing that this season taught 
me is to have patience. You cannot 
teach a calf by losing your patience. A 
calf is like a child starting to school in 
the primary grades. If you speak harsh- 
ly to him he will not take any interest 
in learning. It is the same with a calf. 
If you speak harshly or hit it, you can- 
not win its affection, which you must 
have in order to train it rightly. 

The second thing is to have healthy 
surroundings. If you have a stall that 
has no sunlight, no fresh air and is full 
of cobwebs, you cannot expect to have a 
healthy calf, It is like a plant in this 
respect, that must have sunlight and air 
in order to grow. It must also have 
clean pails to drink from, for they should 
not stand from time to time without 
washing them. A calf must also have 
exercise to build up the body as this is 
what we do to build up ours. To do this 
you can lead it or let it out while you 
clean its stall. 

You must also have a heart for your 
calf and not let it stand all day without 
feed and water. It should have a 
blanket on to prevent the flies from 
tormenting it. This will not only aid in 
keeping off the flies, but also lays the 
hair smooth and brings out the glossy 
finish. This also keeps the calf from 
getting dirty. Wouldn’t you rather come 
into the stall and see a clean calf instead 
of a dirty one? If it is kept clean it does 
not need to be washed so many times 
and also keeps the gloss in the hair as 
we do not have to use oil to make it 
glossy. 

The third and best lesson I have 
learned in my two years of club work is 
not to give up. If all club members 
would follow my example as to my 
first year’s experience we would iot have 
very many club members. But change 
your mind as I did when the second 
year came, and vow to try to work 
harder than the first time to win. This 
is the best lesson I have learned in my 
two years of work. Never give up at first 
if you do not succeed, but try, try again,

SECOND PRIZE ESSAY 


“What the 1925 Show Season Taught Me’’ 


The lessons that the 1925 show season 
taught me I will always remember. They 
are what every boy or girl who expects 
to become a true Holstein breeder must 
know. They form the basis of the Hol- 
stein breeders’ principles which have 
made the Holsteins world famous. 

Foremost among these is the supreme 
confidence of the Holstein breeders in 
their breed. While’ the Guernsey or 
Jersey breeder stops to wonder if his 
breed is the best, the Holstein breeder 
goes ahead and proves the Holstein’s su- 
premacy. 

It is this spirit which is characteristic 
of the true owner or breeder. 

I learned that when you lose, you must 
not allow yourself to lose confidence in 
your animal. Keep your first good 
opinion of her and resolve to win next 
time. At our county fair a Holstein 
breeder said, “If you cannot take your 
cow home thinking as much ef her as 
you did before, you should not have 
brought her.” 

Everybody can’t win, so we losers must 
not quit or pretend not to care or we will 
never win. Always remember the old 
maxim, “If at first you don’t succeed, try, 
try again.’’ 

You have probably noticed that the 
person who at the fair grounds never 
interests himself in his cows until the 
judging day, who appears to enjoy the 
sights and pleasures rather than to 
interest himself in his animals, never 
wins but is frequently at or near the 
bottom. 

Experience bitterly teaches that no 
matter how much the 1ith hour prepara- 
tion, it is of little avail if the 11 hours 
before it haven’t been used to advantage. 

Interwoven with this is the necessary 
interest the showman must take in his 
animals. If he interests himself in their 
possibilities and tries to develop them he 
will invariably land near the top. 

Talking to the breeders I find that 
their underlying principle is milk produc- 
tion. But every breeder wants and is 
doing his best to secure both type and 
production. The breeders naturally 
champion milk production before show 
type. 

To champion type before production 
would soon result in destruction of the 
great quality which has made our breed 
famous. The breeders are getting both 
as fast as possible. 

Back of showing is the spirit of 
sportsmanship which is always requisite 
but ‘cca is not always shown 
by all. 

But the greatest lesson I learned was 
that the dear old black and whites have 
my whole heart to themselves.

Through the success of the 1926 event, 
he is demonstrating his ability to 
line-up a national sale of high calibre 
and carry it through in a way deserv- 
ing of patronage by the Holstein pub- 
lic. 

One custom pecular to Wisconsin 
sales is that of drafting the press rep- 
resentatives to pass the sales slips. 
Clark’s Holstein Classic was no ex- 
ception to this custom until the fourth 
day when volunteer service of this 
sort was exhausted. This is all right 
as a matter of accommodation at a 
small sale, but in an event of this im- 
portance a newspaper representative 
should be able to use his time to bet- 
ter advantage than this. We look 
upon it as one of the functions of the 
sale manazement to provide the press 
with every facility to give such sales 
the widest possible publicity. A com- 
plete, official, typewrizen list of the 
buyers and prices in duplicate is 
much more apt to be correct and com- 
plete than is a report made up by 
each press representative scrambling 
to get the price and the name and ad- 
dress of the purchaser from the sales 
slip as it comes through to the clerk. 


One time-saving innovation, at least 
we had never seen it before, was that 
of having two leadsmen to display the 
cattle in the ring. They alternated 
and as soun as one animal was struck 
off and on its way out of the ring, the 
next animal was on the way in. We 
commend the sale management on 
their selection of men for this im- 
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portant jov. We do not know of two 
more skilled workers along this line 
than Jim Bollerup and Hartvig Hart- 
vigsen of the Hargrove & Arnold and 
Pinery Farms outfits. 

Col. Clark says that out of the 1,040 
residents of West Salem over 500 are 
talented musicians. Certainly evi- 
dences of unusual musical ability 
were not lacking. The ‘eight-piece 
orchestra which dispensed music dur- 
ing the intermissions at noon and 
night and before the sale in the morn- 
ing was no amateur outfit. A double 
trio of giris and the various soloists 
likewise showed evidence of consider- 
able training and musical experience. 
By the way, the interspersing of these 
musical numbers played no small part 
in the success of the sale. While 
modern jazz may not be especially 
soothing, it certainly helps make you 
forget how hard the seat it. Bob 
Haeger, by the way, gave a solo 
dance number in the ring the evening 
of the last day, perhaps trying to con- 
vince himself that he wasn’t about all 
in after four strenuous days. It was 
a cross between an old fashioned hoe- 
down and the Charleston.

NEW ENGLAND HOLSTEIN-FRIE- 
SIAN SURVEY CONFERENCE 


The New England Holstein Survey 
conference held at the Hotel Kimball, 
Springfield, Mass., Friday, April 2nd, 
was a great success, in spite of the 
fact that there was a great disap- 
pointment in Mrs. Ruth Hanna Mc- 
Cormick’s inability to attend on ac- 
count of serious illness. It was also 
a great disappointment not to have 
Tom Elder, President of the Associa- 
tion, and Mr. A. P. Thorne, Treasurer, 
with us, as they were also unable to 
attend on account of illness. Mr. W. 
S. Kellogg, of Derby, Connecticut, one 
of the Directors of the Association, 
was elected Chairman and presided 
at the meetings throughout the day. 

The Association was very fortu- 
nate in securing Professor H. H. 
Wing, of Cornell University, to be 
present at the meeting, who spoke on 
“Milk Problems.” 

There was a good representation 
of Holstein breeders from all parts of 
New England, and others interested 
All the breeders present were very 
optimistic as to the future of the Hol: 
stein Industry, everyone reporting 
conditions in their sections as being 
much better than a year ago, both as 
to the price of Holstein cattle, and 
their products. 

Mr. Earl J. Cooper, Director of the 
Extension Service was the first 
speaker and he outlined the purpose 
of these conferences, stating that the 


New England Conference was to find 
out some of the New England prob- 
lems, so that the Extension Service 
at Chicago would have some informa- 
tion as to the kind of Extension work 
needed in New England. Following 
Mr. Cooper, Mr. F. L. Houghton, Sec- 
retary of the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America, gave a very inter- 
esting and instructive talk on the Hol- 
stein industry in general. Everyone 
present was intensely interested in 
Professor Wing’s talk which opened 
up a discussion on milk and milk 
problems which continued without 
interruption for the remainder of the 
afternoon.

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FRIESIANS .WIN IN LAND OF THE 
AYRSHIRE 

One of the most notable victories 
gained by the Friesian cow in Scot- 
land is reported in a recent issue of 
the British Friesian Journal. Figures 
furnished by the North of Scotland 
Milk Recording Society show that 
the five nighest average herds of the 
society for the past year were Frie- 
sian herds, the highest Ayrshire herd 
ranking sixth for fat as well as for 
milk. The high herd was owned by 
Andrew Spence, a Friesian herd of 19 
head that averaged 1,385 gallcens of 


milk (roughly 13,850 lbs.) with an 
average test of 3.65%.

THE AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF 
COOPERATION TO HOLD SES- 
SIONS AT. THE UNIVER- 
SITY OF MINNESOTA 





Announcement is received of the 
schedule of the second summer ses- 
sion of the American Institute of Co- 
operation, which will be held at the 
University of Minnesota from June 
21 to July 17, 1926. The emphasis 
this year will be upon commodities 
grown in the middle west, north west 
and far western states, although prob- 
lems will be discussed of direct in 
terest to southern and eastern coop- 
eratives. The American Institute of 
Cooperation is an educational enter- 
prize incorporated under the laws of 
the District of Columbia, not for 
profit. It is supported entirely by 
voluntary contributions. It is con- 
trolled by twenty participating or- 
ganizations, and is managed by a 
board of trustees, selected by those 


organizations. It has the following 
general objects: 

1. To collect and make available a 
body of knowledge concerning the co- 
operative movement in America and 
other lands. 


2. To serve as a means of clarifying 
thought as to what the cooperative move- 
ment really is and of bringing about 
more harmony and unity of action among 
organizations directly or indirectly con- 
nected with cooperation. 


8. To serve as a means of training 


and developing leaders and workers in 
the cooperative movement. a 
4. To serve as a means of assisting 
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educational institutions throughout this 
country to improve their teaching 
courses in cooperation and their investi- 


gational work in cooperation. 

_5. To focys the spirit of the coopera- 
tive movement as a means of community 
and national development. 


The Institute held its first session 
in 1925 at the University of Pennsyl- 
vania with an attendance of 364 per- 
sons from thirty-three states, four 
provinces of Canada, Japan, Russia 
and Denmark. Attendance at the ses- 
sions of the Institute is open to any 
person upon payment of the tuition 
fees which amount to $15.00 for the 
four week’s session. Each day of the 
session there will be a general session 
of special lectures by a corps of near- 
ly 100 nationally known experts who

MILK ANALYSTS TO BE LICENSED 
IN NEW YORK 


The State Legislature has enacted 
into law a provision whereby all per- 
sons who make bacterial counts of 
milk and cream which are to be used 
as a basis for payment to the pro- 
ducer must procure 3s license from 
the Commissioner of the Department 
of Farms end Markets at Albany. The 
license will be granted only after the 
applicant has demonstrated the neces- 
sary technical ability to make accur- 
ate counts. The law is intended as 
further protection for the milk pro- 
ducer and will operate much as does 
the licensing of Bab'cock testers for 
butter fat wnder the present law. 

The new law received the indorse- 
ment of the State Farm Bureau, the 
Experiment Station at Geneva, and 
the Colleze of Agriculture, and had 
the support of the Dairymen’s League 
and of several milk companies in the 
state who are already making pay- 
ments and giving premiums to pro- 
ducers on the basis of bacterial 
counts. Supervision by the state of 
those who make bacierial tests is ex- 
pected to eliminate very largely care- 
less or poorly trained anaylsts and to 
put bacterial testing of milk on a 
much more’ satisfactory basis. 
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According to the terms o 
law, “No person shall rte =e 
cream in order to. determine the ton 
terial count by the cultura] micro. 
scopic or other methods where the m2 
sult of such test ‘is solely used pi 
basis for payment to the producer f 2 
such milk or cream, unless leamink 
by the commisioner .., . The a - 
cant shall furnish satisfactory i 
dence of good moral character and 
shall demonstrate his ability “to mak 
such tests by an examination under 
= re eg co of the commissioner”

This provision does not } 
public health laboratories whan 
terial examinations of milk are made 
as the State Superintendent of Health 
already supervises very carefully the 
selection \f analysts for these labora- 
tories. Also, their testing is done for 
a different purpose than to fix the 
price to be paid to the producer for 
his milk or cream.

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Cow Testing Association Notes 
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We are pleased to acknowledge re- 
ceipt of the annual report of the Ada 
County, Idaho, Cow Testing Associ- 
ation, which closed its books on Janu- 
ary 1, 1926. This association has 
twenty-five members, of which thir- 
teen have Holstein herds and six 
more have Holsteins along with Jer- 
seys or Guernseys. The list of fifteen 
high cows for the year ranges in pro- 
duction from 462.7 lbs. fat to 590.9 Ibs. 
and is headed by a grade Jersey, 
owned by A. J. Denny, of Meridian. 
A grade Holstein is in second place 
with 573.4 lbs. fat, 11,728 lbs. milk. 
She is owned by Roy Shutwell of 
Boise. Remi Van Paepegham, of 
Meridian, has a grade Holstein in 
third place with 527.7 lbs. fat, 14,733 
lbs. milk, this production being the 
highest for milk. Eight of the fifteen 
high cows are Holsteins and the re- 
mainder Jerseys and Guernseys. Four 
of the five high herds were Holstein 
herds, the leader being the herd of 
twelve Holsteins owned by Alfred 
Records of Boise. This herd main- 
tained an average of 420.6 Ibs. fat, 
11,653 lbs. milk, which was high for 
both milk and fat. Thirteen herds 
made an average of better than 300 
lbs. fat for the year, of which ten 
were either entirely Holsteins or Hol- 
steins were members of the herd 
along with some other breed. Thirty 
herds were tested during the year 
with eighteen completing the year’s 
work. A total of 245 cows completed 
the year’s test and 284 head, the en- 
tire number tested, averaged 327.7 
Ibs. fat, 8,607 lbs. miik, with an aver- 
age test of 3.86 per cent fat. The av- 
erage profit per cow above feed cost 
in this association was $85.75. The 
Ada County C. T. A. was organized 
for the first time in January, 1916, 
and with the exception of about one 
year has been in continuous opera- 
tion ever since. That this is a pro- 
gressive association is shown by the 
fact that twenty-three of the twenty- 
five members are using purebred sires 
and fifteen have some registered fe- 
males. Four herds are on the accred- 
ited list and eight out of ten tested 
during the year were found to be free 
from disease. The report is very in- 
teresting and attractively gotten up 
and is well supported by local adver- 
tising. H. A. Wines of Boise is presi- 
dent, Chas. Warren, of Boise, secre- 
tary-treasurer, and Lynn C. Worthing- 
ton, tester. 





O’Brien County, Iowa C. T. A. re- 
ports a total of 232 cows tested in 24 
herds during February, these averag- 
ing 24.09 lbs. fat, 642.3 lbs. milk. J. B. 
Bauer brought out the high herd, his 
eight purebred and grade Holsteins 
averaging 47 lbs. fat, 1,345.7 Ibs. milk. 
Holstein herds have four of the five 
high herds, fifth place being held by 
@ grade Shorthorn herd. Mr. Bauer 
‘also owns the high cow, Babe, a grade 
Holstein, with 76.7 lbs. fat, 1,918 Ibs. 
milk. She is a senior two-year-old. 
Eleven cows produced more than 50 
Ibs. fat and this list is made up en- 


tirely of Holsteins. Mr. Bauer has 
five members of his herd on the 50-lb. 
list. Others represented here are 
Aitken Bros., Ed Bird, R. C. Brown 
and Henry Peterson. There are fif- 
teen purebred bulls in this associ- 
ation, several] of them being owned 
jointly, and this association boasts, 
and proudly, too, that there are no 
scrub bulls in service in the herds of 
its members. 





The Illinois report of cow testing 
association work in that state during 
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February shows Holsteins predomi- 
nating, as usual. Frederickson & Ny- 
strom Bros., of the Will County C. 
T. A., have the high cow in the list 
of association leaders, followed by 
eighteen purebred and grade Hol- 
steins, four Guernseys and one Jersey. 
A grade Holstein in the Frederickson 
& Nystrom Bros. herd produced 90.3 
lbs. fat, 2,100 lbs. milk. Vernon Hech 
owns the second high cow, also a 
grade Holstein, with 87.1 lbs. fat, 2,293 
lbs. milk, the milk production being 
high in the state. Mr. Hech’s herd 
of fifteen purebred and grade Hol- 
steins mairttained the highest average 
for fat with 51.7 lbs., 1,490 Ibs. milk, 
while A. E. BEsping’s grade Holstein

production with 1,244 lbs. and 45.7 
Ibs. fat. Fourteen of the association 
leaders for high herd average were 
Holstein herds. All ten high produc- 
ing cows were Holsteins, all but two 
being purebred. 

The 500-lb. Fat Cow Club of Illi- 
nois has again been organized and a 
report for the first two months is re- 
ceived. A total of 105 cows are re- 
ported for this period with produc- 
tions ranging from 181.7 lbs. to 100.7 
Ibs. fat. Of this number, 76 are pure- 
bred or grade Holsteins, 13 Jerseys, 
12 Guernseys and the remaining four 
Shorthorns, Brown Swiss or mixed 
breeding. Holsteins hold the first six 
places, a Guernsey breaking into the 
Holstein line in seventh place, and the 
black and whites hold forty-two of the 
first fifty-two places. W. R. Angle, of 
the Stephenson C. T A., heads the 
list for the two months, his purebred 
Holstein producing 5.220 lbs. milk, 
181.7 lbs. fat. Adam Pancake of the 
LaSalie C. T. A. has a purebred Hol- 
stein in second place with 167.3 lbs. 
fat, 3.521 Ibs. milk and a grade Hol- 
stein owned by Holly Smith, of the 
Lee C. T. A., in third place has 144.6 
Ibs. fat, 3,487 Ibs. milk. This club 
was a great success during 1925 and 
the results for 1926 will be watched 
with much interest from month to 
month. 


During February, Iowa cow testing 
associations had a total of 1,498 cows 
producing above 40 Ibs. fat and 513 
above 50 Ibs. Forty-nine purebred 
bulls were purchased, 192 cows were 
bought and 332 sent to the butcher. 
Four new associations appear in the 
list. Holsteins were leaders in the 
first eleven associations during the 
month. Smith Bros., of the Linn No. 
1 C. T. A., brought out the high cow 
with their grade Ho!stein, who pro- 
duced 83.7 Ibs. fat, 2,093 lbs. milk. A 
purebred Holstein owned by Wm. F. 
Voelker, Delaware County, was in 
second place for fat and first for milk 
production with 82.6 lbs. fat, 2,430 Ibs. 
milk. Holsteins led forty of the fifty- 
seven associations reporting, and Hol- 
stein herds were high in thirty-nine 
of Iowa’s C. T. A. Floyd Gilley, of 
the Fayette No. 3 C. T. A., was the 
owner of the high herd, ten purebred 
Holsteins averaging 56.3 lbs. fat, 1,592 
lbs. milk. Thos. Hansen with a herd 
of eighteen purebred Holsteins was 
next with 50.3 lbs. fat, 1,531 lbs. milk 
and Mr. Voelker came next with fif- 
teen purebred Holsteins averaging 
47.1 lbs. fat, 1,403 lbs. milk. The 
Bremer County Association main- 
tained the highest association average 
for the month, 321 cows averaging 788 
lbs. milk, 28.9 lbs. fat. 


Missouri cow testing associations 
averaging 23.4 lbs. fat, 516 lbs. milk 
during January, 4,853 cows being test- 
ed. There were 433 cows producing 
above 1,000 lbs. milk and 434 above 
the 40-lb. fat mark. The Jackson No. 
2 C. T. A. maintained the highest as- 
sociation average, this also being the 
largest association. A total of 433 
cows .tested averaged 818 lbs. milk, 
30.5°rbs. fat, with 115 over 1,000 Ibs. 
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milk and 74 above 40 lbs. fat. The 
high cow for the month was a pure- 
bred Holstein owned by C. L. Wil- 
liams of the Miller-Morgan-Benton as- 
sociation. She is a six-year-old and 
produced 1,068 lbs. milk, 43.1 Ibs. fat. 
An example that cow testing associ- 
ation work pays is given in this re- 
port. In the Cedar County Associ- 
ation, W. J. Cross sold $68.05 worth of 
cream in December, 1924. In Decem- 
ber 1925, he had exactly the same 
cows and by feeding as the tester 
recommended he sold $162.49. His 
new ration cost no more than the old 
one. — 

Wisconsin cow testers during Janu- 
ary tested 55,378 cows in 4,004 herds, 
of which 9,178 produced above 40 lbs. 
fat. Ed Saager, of the Poynette-Col- 
umbus C. T. A., has the high herd for 
January. His herd “:f ten grade Hol- 
steins averaged 2,040 lbs. milk and 
73.4 lbs. fat. Second high herd goes 
to C. A. Mayer of the Slinger Associ- 
ation, his nine purebred Holsteins av- 
eraging 1,735 lbs. milk and 70.4 Ibs. 
fat. The highest number of 40-lb. 
producers was the one found in the 
Columbus Association, 182 making 
that figure during Jatuary. 

Holsteins continue to hold_ their 
own in the Jersey stronghold of Idaho. 
During January, purebred and grade 
Holsteins held the first three and 
sixth and seventh places for high 
production and a Hoistein herd main- 
tained the highest average. Rucker 
& Sons, with six purebred and grade 
Holsteins, averaged 60.1 lbs. fat, 1,733 
Ibs. milk. This average exceeded the 
next high average by a substantial 
margin. Tester Pease of the Canyon 
association calls attention to the prog- 
ress which the Rucker herd has made 
during the past fourteen months. In 
November, 1924, thirteen cows aver- 
aged 28 lbs. fat. A year later with 
eleven cows the average was 43 lbs. 
fat. In December, 1925, the average 
was 58.2 lbs. The gplendid gain is 
attributed to a better quality of feed 
and a better balanced ration. Queen, 
a purebred Holstein, cwned by J. W. 
McGee, Fruitland, idaho, heads the 
list of individual producers with 85.4 
Ibs. fat, 2,511 lbs. milk. In second 
place is another purebred Holstein, 
owned by Geo. Halton, of Nampa, with 
82.9 lbs. fat, 2,074 lbs. milk. During 
January 3,247 cows in 313 herds were 
tested. The average maintained was 
680.3 lbs. milk, 28.9 lbs. fat, with 544 
making the 40-lb. fat mark. Testers 
in every association report much 
culling being done, more members 
feeding balanced rations and many 
improvements in barns, ete. 


Loudoun County, Virginia, has three 
testing associations now in operation 
and more cows on test than any other 
county in the state. The high cow for 
January was a purebred Holstein, 
Marie Clothilde Korndyke 318027, 
owned by Howard Rogers, of Hamil- 
ton, Va. ~ Her figures were 1,857 lbs. 
milk, 85.4 lbs. fat. The Rogers herd 
also maintained the highest average 
for the month, the herd consisting 
largely of Holsteins. The average 
made was 36 lbs. fat. Tester Stewart 
Rivers, of the Loudoun Valley No. 2 
association, writes that most of the 
1,850 cows in. Loudoun. County are 
Guernseys. The small “percentage of 


- 
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Holsteins are certainly speaking for 
themselves. During January 1,899 
cows were tested. 

Sallie Clothilde Netherland, owneg 
by State School for Deaf and Bling 
Colorado Springs, Colorado, topped 
the list of high cows in Colorado for 
January. She produced 129.1 Ibs. fat 
3,490 Ibs. milk. Her nearest com. 
petitor was another purebred Holstein, 
owned by L. M. Boston, of Mt. Mor. 
rison, who produced 92.5 lbs. fat, 2,279 
Ibs. milk. The State School for Deaf 
and Blind also had the high herd for 
the month. LEHighteen purebred Hoj- 
steins owned by this institution ayer. 
aged 54.5 lbs. fat, 1,541.3 lbs. milk. 


SPAULDING LOSES SENIOR SijRE 

A serious loss to the breed is re. 
ported by Spaulding Farm, Warren, 
Minn., in the death of their senior 
sire, King Pietertje Mercedes Orms- 
by, one of the best sons of Sir Piet- 
ertje Ormsby Mercedes from an 1,100- 
Ib. daughter of a 1,000-lb. cow, the 
latter a daughter of Sir Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes. Although not 
quite nine years old at the time of 
his death, he has already distin- 
guished himself as a sire of produc- 
tion with type. One of his daugh- 
ters, Queen Bessie Pietertje Ormsby, 
was until recently the world’s cham- 
pion senior two-year-old with 1,119.53 
Ibs., came back as a junior four-year- 
old with a 33-lb. record, and is now 
finishing a year record with well over 
1,000 lbs. fat already. She was the 
second highest priced female in the 
recent Clark Classic, selling to R. V. 
Rasmussen for $3,300. 

Other daughters of this sire have 
records up to better than 1,000 Ibs. 
and there ure a fine lot of his daugh- 
ters in the Spaulding herd ranging 
in age from babies to mature cows. 
One of his older daughters, Duchess 
Mercedes Homestead, mill be temem- 
bered as the Grand Champicn at the 
Minnesota State Fair 1925 and the 
type of all his offspring is excellent 
throughout. 

He will be succeeded at Spaulding 
Farm by Pabst Creator Goldenrod, a 
very promising son of Creator from 
a 37-lb. and 1,140-lb. daughter of King 
Pontiac Champion, and we understand 
that arrangements have been made 
for the purchase of the next calf 
from the 1,119-lb. two-year-old if a 
bull, sired by the above sire. Al 
though the death of such a sire is a 
serious handicap, breeding operations 
along the same lines will be continued 
with every prospect of, success.

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PRACTICAL BREEDER DIS- 
CUSSES TESTING 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Your issue of February 27 is re- 
ceived and I have been reading the 
Petersen article on averages. I do 
not agree at all with his conclusions 
regarding the 7-day test. I still believe 
in 7-day work, if the prospective buyer 
only reads the records all the way 
through. Personally, I do not like 
Holsteins with Jersey per cent fat; it 
cannot be done. We can raise our 
standard somewhat by breeding and 
selection. Thirty years ago when I 
lived in Netherlands, the average at 
the creamery was less than three per 
cent. Your recent report of informa- 
tion brought back by Messrs. Hough- 
ton and Moscrip showed Holstein 
cows in Holland up to four per cent 
and several with 3.7 to 4 per cent. 
Good judgment, there, but you must 
never take a cow that cannot fill a big 
pail. A 30-lb. cow must have not less 
than 600 lbs. milk, a 25-lb. cow over 
500 Ibs. and if she is a big cow she 
should have eighty pounds a day with 
some shape to her udder as well as 
her body. Never mind about putting 
the cow square on her, just a good, 
nice, level-rumped cow with good vein- 
ing and a real good udder. 

In our herd, we make 7-day official 
records and run the herd on cow test- 
ing association work through the year 
on two milkings a day. I am not very 
anxious to put cows on yearly work 
with four-time milking until someone 
is willing to pay me good for my night 
labor.

NEW DAIRY PLANT AT UNI- 
VERSITY OF ILLINOIS 


After having had its main quarters 
in the same barn for the past 36 
years, the herd of approximately 120 
head of purebred dairy cattle at the 
College of Agriculture, University of 
Illinois is now housed in a new plant. 
Already the plant is filling a long-felt 
need in the teaching and investiga- 
tional work which the college is doing 
along dairy lines. Two main cow 
barns, four silos and a calf barn make 
up the plant as it now stands, but 
the plans call for the addition of a 
central storage section and a barn for 
cows that are on test. The barns and 
silos are of hollow tile construction 
resting on heavy concrete founda- 


tions

The two main cow barns, which ex- 


tend in a north and south direction, 
are each 118 feet long by 40 feet wide. 
Between the ends of them is an 80- 
foot gap in which the central storage 
space is to be located later. Just to 
the rear of this 80-foot opening are 
the four silos, two of which are 14 by 
40 feet and the others 16 by 40 feet. 
They are built in pairs with enough 
room between the pairs for a drive- 
way. Extending to the southwest 
from the pair of silos on the south is 
the calf barn section. This section, 
which is 113 feet long and 34 feet 
wide, gets the maximum amount of 
sunlight because of the direction in 
which it stands. The additional barn 
which will be built for test cows will 
extend to the northwest from the 
north pair of silos. 


Of the two main cow barns, the one 
to the ‘north contains 50 stalls, while 
the barn to the south contains 54 
stalls. There is a slight range in the 
size of stalls in each barn. With this 
arrangement, cows are assigned stalls 
according to size. The north cow 
barn is arranged so that the cattle 
face out with a 10-foot walk behind 
them and feed alleys 4 feet, 3 inches 
wide in front of them. In the south 
barn the cows face in. In this barn 
the feed alley is 4 feet, 10 inches wide 
and the walks behind the cows 7 feet 
wide. The calf barn contains 12 in- 
dividual calf pens, eight pens to 
accommodate four calves each, 15 
stanchions for heifers, two box stalls 
for cows and two box stails for bulls. 

All three barns are equipped with 
modern steel stalls, automatic water 
bowls and litter carriers. This equip- 
ment was manufactured by different

ors an opportunity of seeing different 
types of equipment in actual use. The 
mangers in both cow barns are made 
of concrete and are exceptionally 
broad and deep to prevent the loss of 
feed when feeding experiments are 
being conducted. 


PARTHENEA 9597 H. H. B. 


Parthenea 9597 H. H. B. was im- 
ported in September 1884 by F. C. 
Stevens, Attica, New York. She was 
born March 8, 1884 and was bred by 
J. Vijn, Abbekerk, North Holland, 
while- her sire is not given in the 
Herd Book, the catalogs of that day 
state she was sired by Abbekerk Ist, 
one of the most noted bulls in Hol- 
land, both as a sire and prize winner. 
his winnings including first prize at the 
World’s Fair, Amsterdam, in 1884. In 
the Maplewood herd of F. C. Stevens,

Parthenea made a butter record jp 
1890, starting just one day after 
Mechthilde, producing 548 Ibs., 3 Oz. 
milk, from which 38 lbs., 8% 

butter was reported. The two ree. 
ords of Mechthilde and Parthenea 
stood as the first and second highest 
in the 7-day period until our modern 
40-lb. records came on the gecene 
over twenty years later. 

Parthenea was exhibited at the De. 
troit Exposition in 1889, the year be. 
fore making her record and there she 
won the butter sweepstakes on test 
and was a member of the first prize 
herd. She was also a member of the 
first prize herd at the New York Dairy 
and Cattle Show and at Hornellsyille 
Exposition in 1887. 

Shortly after completing her record. 
Parthenea was sold to M. E. Moore, 
of Missouri, and that year she won 
the sweepstakes prize at Missouri 
State Fair, Kansas City, Missouri, all 
breeds competing, and also first prize 
in the Holstein-Friesian classes. 


Parthenea has three sons that have 
A. R. O. daughters, these being Par- 
thenea’s Sir Henry 8132, and Par. 
thenea 2d’s Henry 12366, both by Sir 
Henry of Maplewood, and Parthenea’s 
Colanthus 15597, by Colantha’s Sir 
Henry. She also has a daughter, 
Parthenea 2d 4589, by Sir Henry of 
Maplewood, who appears directly in 
the pedigrees of a number of 1,000- 
lb. fat producers, through her daugh- 
ter, Princess Parthenea, grandam of 
Apple Pie, who will be seen by refer- 
ring to the pedigrees of Banostine 
Belle De Kol, first 1,300-Ib. butter pro- 
ducer of the world, and other note- 
worthy Ohio producers. 

Parthenea’s Sir Henry sired Par- 
thenea Sir Mechthilde, whose daugh- 
ters include Aralia, dam of Aralia De 
Kol, the first cow of the breed to pro- 
duce over 28,000 lbs. milk in semi- 
official yearly test, founder of a fam- 
ily of her own in California, and 
Fidessa (25.04 Ibs. at four and one- 
half years), who also appears promi- 
nently in the pedigrees of a number 
of leading California producers. 
Twenty-six of the 1,000-lb. fat produc- 
ers, or over one-third of them, trace 
to Parthenea a total of thirty-nine 
times.

AMERICAN DAIRY FEDERATION

At 
least a half day will be spent at the 
Dairy Bureau’s Experimental Farm at 
Beltsville, Maryland, where funda- 
mental work in feeding and breeding 
is being carried on. 

The tentative schedule calls for a 
preliminary meeting of the American 
Dairy Federation representatives 
Monday forenoon. A meeting with 
Dr. C. W. Larson, head of the Bureau

of Dairying, and other representatives 
of this Bureau wili be held that after- 
noon. Tuesday forenoon the automo- 
bile trip to the Dairy Bureau Experi- 
mental Farm at Beltsville, Maryland, 
is planned with luncheon at the farm. 
In the afternoon, the meeting with 
Dr. Thomas G. Cooper and represen- 
tatives of the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics will take place. Wednes- 
day morning a general meeting with 
Secretary Jardine and other depart- 
ment officials will occur and in the 
afternoon the Dairy Industry repre- 
sentatives will hold another meeting 
among themselves to consider in- 
formation gained and prepare a re- 
port.

A KANSAS BREEVER WRITES 


Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

I will take advantage of your invi- 
tation through the columns of the 
World to Holstein breeders to write 
in their opinions on yarious conditions 
confronting the Holstein industry. 

First of all, I would like to protest 
against any changes being made in 
the matter of registration, either in 
the fees or the conditions. Our pres- 
ent system has worked a long time 
and we have certainly done well 
enough. Why not iet well enough 
alone? Why must someone be con- 
tinually clamoring for changes? 

Someone is forever aching to ban- 
ish the 7-day test. Anyone who does 
not wish to use the 7-day test cer- 
tainly does not have to use it, but 
there is no reason why he should de- 
prive the man of the privilege, who 
does wish to use it. 

The transfer fees should be low- 
ered; they should never have been 
raised above fifty cents. There was 
no call for it and no need of the extra 
money. The Extension Service and 
state associations n:ay be of benefit 
in some districts, but it is not notice- 
able in this section. 


The cost of transfers was brought 
home very clearly to me last fall 
when at the death of my father all 
cattle owned by him had to be trans- 
ferred. Those of us who were left to 
carry on his work were forced to pay 
$1.50 per head to transfer our own 
cattle to ourselves. This is a condi- 
tion that I think should have atten- 
tion and be righted.

OR the past twenty years, H. 
F Lynn, Superintendent, has been 

very much in the limelight. The 
first seven years of this period were 
spent in charge of T. A. Mitchell’s 
Oakland Herd at Weedsport, N. Y., 
and the last thirteen in charge of 
Senator Hardy’s Avondale Farm at 
Brockville, Ont. Recently word came 
that Mr. Lynn was leaving Avondale 
Farm to go onto a farm of his own 
not far distant. His long career as a 
herd superintendent has been so note- 
worthy and attended with such a high 
degree of successful accomplishments, 
that we have asked Mr. Lynn to give 
a summary of some of the interesting 
Holstein history that has been made 
under his supervision.

I am taking over my own 
farm, which I have owned for several 
years, situated on the beautiful St. 
Lawrence river between Brockville 
and Prescott. My address will be 
Prescott, R. F. D. 1, Prescott being 
directly across the river from Ogdens- 
burg, N. Y. 

“T have just a small arm and only 
intend to keep a few high class Hol- 
steins. Don’t think I could be content 
to settle down without having around 


me at least a few of the good old 
black and whites, which have 
occupied the greater part of my life’s 
work and have caused me many sen- 
sational moments, including the time 
when the $106,000 bull calf was sold. 
Previous to this, the world’s record 
price had been paid by Mr. Field of 
Brockton, Mass., to Mr. Cabana for a 
Rag Apple bull, price being $53,000. 
Shortly after this happened I men- 
tioned the fact to Mr. Hardy that I 
felt if there was ever an animal 
worth $53,000 that I believed that 
some day soon Avondale Farm would 
turn out such an animal. Then, of 
course, as it happened, very shortly 
thereafter my dreams came true—this 
with the many wonderful records 
made and the honest, sound business 
principles which have always been 
our slogan. 

“In the starting of my twenty years’ 
experience as herdsman, might say 
that I owe much to the late Mr. T. A.

As it turned out this heif 
made over 18 lbs., which at that time 
was a fine record. From that time a 
Mr. Mitchell said he had nothing mest 
to say regarding the feeding or even 
dictating anything in the future. M 
next cow to test was an old cow that 
had made 17 lbs. She made Over 25 
Ibs. and was the first cow in the herd 
to reach 100 Ibs milk in a day. At the 
same time, another 9-year-old cow 
made 25 lbs. and another over 26 Jhg 
with over 100 Ibs. milk her best day 
This started the reputation of the 
Oakland herd. My second year rec 
ords were materially increased ang 
the third year made three 30-lb. eo 
which was the second highest number 
of 30-lb. cows ever made by any one 
breeder in one season. Mr. Moyer, of 
Syracuse, at the same time made four 
30-lb. cows with a much larger herd, 
Might state that I had the honor or 
privilege of making the third highest 
record cow at the time. First was 
made by Colantha 4th’s Johanna with 
over 35 lbs., second by Grace Fayne 
2d’s Homestead with over 35 Ibs. and 
the third was made by me on Urma 
Burke with 35.20 lbs., just a fraction 
under the other two 35-lb. cows. About 
this same time I made the then 
world’s record on a three-year-old that 
Mr. Mitchell purchased for $250. She 
made a little over 30 Ibs. butter with 
712 Ibs. milk and in May of same year

Farm Relief Program Urged By Midwest Organizations 


Any agricultural relief legislation 
which does not give a Federal Farm 
Board power and funds to stabilize 
prices by managing the surpluses, as- 
sessing the cost upon the industry 
benefited, would not be acceptable be- 
cause it would not meet or remedy 
the situation, stated Sam H. Thomp- 
son, president of the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, in a _ prepared 
statement submitted to the house com- 
mittee on agriculture, Monday, March 
29. 

The prepared statement as ren- 
dered by President Thompson was 
signed by himself, John Tromble of 
Kansas, vice-president of the National 
Farmers’ Educational and Cooperative 
Union of America and National 
Board of Farm Organizations; William 
Hirth, Columbia, Mo., chairman of the 
Corn Belt Farm Organizations Com- 
mittee; Frank W. Murphy, Wheaton, 
Minn., chairman of the board of the 


American Council of Agriculture and 
George N. Peek, Moline, IIl., chairman 
of the “Executive Committee of 22” 
of the North Central States Agricul- 
tural Conference. The principles of 
the Federal Farm Board measure 
have been endorsed by the [Illinois 
Agricultural Association and all other 
state Farm Bureaus of the Middle 
West. 

Speaking of the Federal Farm 
Board measure which grew out of the 
general principles of the Dickinson 
bill, President Thompson said: “In - 
presenting our plan for agricultural 
legislation that carries out the recom- 
mendations of county, state, inter- 
state and national farm organizations 
of the United States, we have tried to 
comply with every suggestion of the 
committee on agriculture of the House 
of Representatives. 

“We first presented, at the commit- 
tee’s request, a memorandum setting 
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; 5 the specific principles which the

it the further suggestion of the 
‘eommittee and with the assistance of 
the House legislative drafting service 
which was placed at our disposal, we 
red and submitted the bill em- 
podying those principles.

“Members of Congress inform us 
that it is the common understanding 
that this session will not adjourn un- 
til farm relief legislation has been 
enacted. We realize that if each wit- 
ness who is prepared to come before 
the committee on behalf of this bill 
were to cover the ground thoroughly 
there would necessarily be consider- 
able duplication, and the hearings 
would occupy the committee’s time 
far beyond the limits of the present 

ion. 

win the interest of economy of 
time, we respectfully request permis- 
sion to enter this prepared statement 
in which we sum up the principles, 
purposes and workings of the agricul- 
tural bill now before the committee.” 

The entire statement consisted of 
about 5,000 words. Specific advantages 
to be derived from the operation of 
the plan embodied in the Federal 
Farm Board measure are declared as 
follows: 

“It will secure a protected price to 
the producer of crops like wheat, of 
which a relatively small surplus en- 
ters world trade. 

“It will afford all the advantages of 
orderly marketing through control of 
surplus to the producer of a crop 
like cotton, of which the American 
supply is the dominant factor in world 
price. 

“It will enable producers of meat 
animals to maintain a stable level of 
hog and cattle population by steadying 
prices and by promoting carry-over 
of corn from years of high produc- 
wy years when yield is low. 

“It will promote cooperative asso- 
ciations by making it possible for 
them to control the movement to mar- 
ket of temporarily unneeded commo- 
dities, without imposing on _ their 
members alone the entire burden of

em.”

Manufacturers of raw materials 
recognize the importance of steady 
price levels to them. A definite pol- 
icy, such as this bill proposes, to 
insure the Nation’s supply of princi- 
pal food and raw material crops, is 
distinctly for the general welfare of 
the United States. 

“It should be noted that the Federal 
Farm Board proposed cannot buy or 
sell directly or through agencies for 
its own account. It operates through 
agreements with cooperative associ- 
ations, or manufacturers for export 
whereby losses on storage, carry-over, 
or export transactions authorized by 
such agreements are compensated for 
out of the equalization fund for each 
separate commodity group. 


“Under this measure the producers 
of a tariff-protected commodity will 
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be able to adjust supply to demand in 
the domestic market so that the price 
will reflect the amount of the duty 
which has been provided by the tariff 
laws. Except for the emergency sec- 
tion which provides an embargo on 
corn for one year, the measure does 
not go beyond existing tariffs. It 
does seek to make them effective. It 
recognizes that increases in duties, 
where present ones are inadequate, 
should be sought in the usual manter 
through Act of Congress, or under the 
flexible provisions of the Tariff Act 
of 1922. 

“The Board’s operations must be 
through agreements with cooperative 
associations or corporations created 
by them, or with concerns engaged in 
processing for export. For a period 
of two years, however, it may in its

A CHEAP RELIABLE DISIN- 
FECTANT 


For use around the dairy where an 
odorless disinfectant is needed that 
will not leave any taste in vessels or 
on strainer cloths after use a chlorine 
solution provides what is probably 
the best thing for the purpose. Such 
a disinfectant to be practical and 
adapted to the farmer’s and dairy: 
man’s purpose should not only be 
odorless and leave no taste but should 
be cheap and reliable and non-poison- 
ous. 

Such chlorine solutions are pre- 
pared and sold commercially and are 
widely used throughout the country by 
dairymen and others. They are sold 
under various trade names. Due to 
the high freight rates on such heavy 
solutions they cost a great deal. One 
such commercial preparation similar 
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to the formula given below sgelig at 
from $1.50 to $2.50 per gallon retail 
Another similar but much weaker go}. 
ution selis for from 50 cents to 80 
cents for an 8-ounce bottle. 

A good chlorine solution can be 
made from 9 pounds of sodium carbon. 
ate and 5 pounds of chlorinated lime, 
First make up the chlorinated lime in. 
to a smooth paste and then add water 
and the sodium carbonate continually 
until there is ten gallons of solution. 
Let this solution set for three days 
and then draw off the clear liquid for 
use. (Formula furnished by Mr. A. R, 
Sanna, United Chemical and Organic 
Products Company, Chicago, Illinois.) 

This clear liquid should not cost 
over 10 cents per gallon to make if 
ordinary rates are paid for the chem- 
icals. This solution contains about 
1.7% available chlorine. Three parts 
per million is sufficient to disinfect 
drinking water supply; fifty parts per 
million is ample to disinfect dairy 
equipment. Two per cent can be applied 
directly to infected areas, cuts, sores, 
ete.) if akalinity is not excessive. For 
ordinary use wash the milk bottles, 
buckets, or cans as usual and then 
rinse in clean luke-warm water con- 
taining one-half pint of the clear dis- 
infecting solution to every 20 gallons 
of water. Then allow the vessels to 
drain upside down in a clean airy 
place until they are to be used. 

Chlorine solutions similar to this 
were used by the U. S. Government 
during the war in hospitals abroad al- 
most exclusively. It is a good disin- 
fectant for diseases and wounds of 
man and animals. Its use is recom- 
mended in the barn for infectious 
abortion, tuberculosis, and many other 
diseases. It is non-poisonous in a 
weak solution and in small quan- 
tities. It can be used as a gargle and 
for cuts, sores, poison ivy, chiggers 
and other purposes.

BETTER LIVE STOCK CAMPAIGN 
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16,110 Owners of Animals in the 
United States Use Purebred Sires— 
Country-Wide Crusades—Vermont 
Holds the Premier Position With 
Respect to County Efforts, Says 
Bureau. 


Showing that 16,110 live stock own- 
ers in the United States are improv- 
ing their animals by the regular use 
of purebred sires, a report just issued 
by the Bureau of Animal Industry of 
the United States Department of Agri- 
culture points out new developments 
in this phase of animal production. 
The number mentioned represents 
those stockmen who are actively par- 
ticipating in a definite program of 
live-stock betterment known as the 
“Better Sires—Better Stock” cam- 
paign. 

Besides the natural individual inter- 
est in this work, many localities are 
improving their domestic animals on 
a country-wide basis. At the end of 
the last calendar year forty-three 
counties, distributed among ten 
States, showed a noticeable concentra- 
tion of effort in replacing inferior 
sires with purebreds of good quality, 
thereby placing their herds and flocks 
on a more profitable basis. In each 
of these counties 100 or more stock 
owners were cooperating in the work, 
using purebred sires for all classes 
of animals kept and following breed- 
ing methods leading to further im- 
provement. 

State and county extension agents 
performed most of the active field 
work. The United States Department 
of Agriculture aided by supplying the 
necessary enrollment blanks, litera- 
ture on breeding and barn signs 
announcing that purebred sires ex- 
clusively are being used ‘on the 
premises. 

Kentucky stands at the top of the 
list with eleven of the forty-three 
counties, and is followed by Ohio with 
ten, Vermont with six, Virginia with 


five, Nebraska and West Virginia with 
three each, South Carolina with two, 
and Connecticut, Oklahoma and Wash- 
ington with one each. 

During 1925, Union County, Ky., dis- 
posed of its last scrub bull. It also re- 
duced the number of grade bulls from 
twenty-two to four, and incréased the 
number of purebred bulls, which is 
now more than 120. This county is 
believed to be the first in the United 
States entirely free from scrub bulls. 
The result is the culmination of ef- 
forts begun about five years ago, and 
shows the value of continued  sys- 
tematic work under a definite plan, 
says the bureau. At the beginning of 
1926 Union County had 550 stock own- 
ers whose farms were on a strictly 
purebred sire basis. 

“The unusual activity of Vermont,” 
says the bureau, “in improving its live 
stock on a country-wide basis gives it 
a premier position among all States 
with respect to county efforts. All of 
the fourteen counties in the State are 
participating in the better-sires cam- 
paign, and six—or nearly half—are on 
the honor list, which comprises those 
counties having 100 or more partici- 
pants enrolled. This is the only State 
in which 100 per cent of the counties 
are known to be conducting a drive 
against inferior live stock. Vermont 
already produces the greatest value of 
dairy products per capita in the 
Union. It is the only State in which 
the number of milk cows exceeds the 
human population, the average for the 
entire country being only one milk 
cow for four persons. 

“Special interest in better-bred poul- 
try has been evident during the prog- 
ress of the better-sires campaign, 
which includes fowls as well as the 
larger domestic animals. Participants 
own more than 1,000,000 fowls which 
are undergoing improvement by the 
use of 50,000 purebred male birds. 
Since poultry multiplies faster than 
other stock, this branch of the work is 
proceeding very rapidly. However, 
the number of cattle, sheep and swine

FARM VALUES SHRINK 

A FOURTH IN 5 YEARS 


Commerce Department Reports Logs 
in Wheat, Corn and Cotton States 


Washington, March 30 (AP)—A 
shrinkage in the value of American 
farms and farm buildings from &§§. 
316,002,602 in 1920. to $49,546,523.759 
in 1925 was estimated by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce today in a prelimi- 
nary report on the latest agricultural 
census. The decrease amounts to a 
little more than 25 per cent. 

Farm acreage in the same period de- 
clined from 955,883,715 to 924,889,380 
acres, and the department’s division 
of land economics calculated the de- 
cline in the average acre value of land 
and buildings at 22 per cent, and for 
land alone at 28 per cent. The value 
of farm buildings, it explained, in- 
creased 6 per cent. 

The 1925 figures, compared with 
those for 1910, indicated an increase 
of 35 per cent in the average farm 
value, but considering the drop in 
the purchasing power of the dollar 
during that interval, the economists 
concluded there was actually a net de 
cline of 10 to 12 per cent during that 
period. 

The decline during the past five 
years was not general, the depart- 
ment’s experts found, the shrinkage 
in values having been greatest in the 
range country, the wheat and corn 
belts and the Eastern cotton states, 
while a slight increase was recorded 
in New England and the Middle’ Atlan- 
tic States. 

In the Mountain States the decline 
amounted to 41 per cent; in Iowa, 34, 
and in Georgia 40 per cent. The in- 
crease in New England was 6 per cent, 
and in the Middle Atlantic States 1 
per cent. Pacific Coast values re- 
mained constant. 

Collapse of the war “land boom,” 
with the fall of corn and hog prices, 
accounted largely for the decline in 
Iowa, the experts reported, while the 
decrease in Georgia was due chiefly 
to the boll weevil and the exodus of 
negro workers. In the range country 
and the Mountain States, they said. 
drought and the collapse of wheat 
prices were the leading causes. 

The increase in farm values in the 
Northwestern States was attributed to 
a great extent to the development of 
the dairy industry, the favorable posi- 
tion respecting markets and an it- 
creased demand for farm land for 
recreational purposes.

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TRUE VALUE OF DAIRY SIRE 
SHOWN BY PRODUCTION 
OF HIS DAUGHTERS 


Perhaps the best way to determine 
the true value of the dairy bull, says 
thee United States Department of Ag- 
riculture, is through the production 
records of his daughters. If a dairy 
bull has many daughters, and all of 
these excel medium to low-producing 
dams, the sire has a certain value; 
if all the daughters excel medium to 
high producing dams, the true value 
of the bull is comparatively high; but 
if all the daughters excel high-produc- 
ing dams, the true value of that bull 
is very high. 

For the first time in the history of 
this country figures are now becom- 
ing available, through the cow-test- 
ing associations, by which the true 
value of thousands of dairy bulls of 
each dairy breed may be determined 
through the production records of 
their unselected daughters. 

Department Circular 368, just is- 
sued by the ‘Bureau of Dairying, 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, shows how the true value of a 
dairy bull may be measured by com- 
paring the yearly production records 
of his daughters with the records of 
their dams. 

In a study that compared the year- 
ly production records of 2,182 daugh- 
ters with the records of their dams, 
it was found that the daughters ex- 
celled the dams by 377 pounds of 
milk and 19 pounds of  butterfat. 
“These gains are not considered phe- 
nomenal, but with the high average 
production of the dams (8,635 pounds 
of milk, and 342 pounds of butterfat) 
they are very satisfactory. The gains 
would have been excellent had it not 
been for a few inferior sires whose 
daughters kept the average produc- 
tion of all the daughters down. This 
is the kind of sire that should be 
eliminated from the dairy herds of 
the country. 

In general, the study showed that 
most purebred sires will increase the 
production of the daughters above 
that of low-producing dams. How- 
ever, as the production of the dams 
increases, better and still better sires 
must be used or the daughters will 
not excel the production records of 
the dams. A small increase of the 
daughters over high-producing dams 
May be a greater credit to the sire 
than a much larger increase over 
low-producing dams. 

A study of 58 purebred bulls in cow- 
testing associations, each having five 
or more tested daughters, showed 
that in some cases all the daughters 
excelled the dams; in other cases 
some of the daughters excelled and 
others did not; and in still other cases 
every daughter produced less than 
her dam. This shows the necessity of 
using great care in the selection of a 
dairy sire. 

The fact that the daughters of any 
Sire excel their dams in production 
of butterfat is a very important fac- 
tor, but it is not the only factor to be 
considered. It makes a big difference 
Whether the production of the dam 
is high or low. Some sires increased 
the records of the daughters over fair- 
ly high-producing dams more than 40

per cent; other sires lowered the pro- 
duction of the daughters almost as 
much below that of similar dams. 
That does not mean, however, that 
all sires whose daughters failed to 
produce as much as their dams should 
be sent to the butcher; but it does 
mean that, if kept at all, they should 
be used to improve lower-producing 
dairy herds.
